Mental Health week, which is 
being concluded Saturday, may 
not put much of a nick in the 
passage of time but it is a vital 
observance for those so vitally 
interested in this phase of na- 
tional welfare. 

Most of us can’t recognize a 
mental problem until the one af- 
flicted runs amuck, or stands 
conversing with people who are 
there. As a result, we know little 
of this menace to the happiness 
of others. 

One of ny *best friends of the 
past few years operates a mental 
first aid station. He sold his idea 
to one of the largest aircraft com- 
panies as a corrective measute 
for employes suffering from the 
disease of alcoholism. 


He not only draws a fat check 
but is also ‘the only man in 
California with a subsidized hob- 
by,’’ according to his terminol- 
OZY. 

This friend of mine, we’ll call 
him Doc for convenience, was 
at one time, the production man- 
ager for more than $50 million 
worth of motion pictures. He 
inanaged one of the most widely 
known stage and movie stars for 
four years, and as he tells it, 
“carried the w eight of the world 
on his shoulders.”’ 


He had reached the. point that 
he considered his use on earth 
finished. “I figured a male was 
placed here to raise a family and 
provide them with security. I had 
done this and I figured there was 
no use in my lingering,’ Doc 
told me. 


A long series of visits to a 
highly touted internist, a psychi- 
atrist and several doctors left 
him in werse shape than when 
he started. He was told every- 
thing but the fact he was alco- 
hotic. 

By chance, on the street, he 
met an actress, whom he had 
known as a child, and for several 
years she had given evidence 
that she was in some kind of 
trouble. 

“She looked like the sun had 
just, come up. She fairly gleam- 
ed,’ Doc said. “I asked her, 
‘what in the world has happened 
to you?’ ”’ 

“I belong to Alcoholics Anony- 
mous,’’ she answered. 

“Does it do that to you?”’ Doc 
asked motioning towards her hap- 
py smile. 

“And a 
swered. 

Doc said this started him think- 
ing. He knew he had an alcoholic 
problem but he first went to AA 
to get that something he saw on 
the face of his actress’ friend. 

His progress on AA was not 
immediate or rapid. He had con- 


lot more,’’ she an- 


isiderable trouble until he finally 


ned to a psychologist who 

a@me up with the findings that 
bac was nuts. Not violent, you 
understand, just a wee bit dingy. 

He went back to AA and decide 
not. ta try to ‘change the ‘program 
to suit his convenience. In the 
process he found out a great deal 
about himself. 

He discovered enough so that 
he has been sober and happy for 
more than seven years. He dis- 
covered he had to get out of the 
raf race surrounding the motion 
picture business to maintain his 
Sobriety and. sanity. This he did. 

After three years of intent study 
on alcoholism and other cuases 
of emotional disturbances, he ap- 
proached officers of this major 
aircraft company with his idea. 
They finally agreed and he has, 
for three years now, operated his 
mental first aid station. 

The great problem of course is 
alcoholism. ‘‘Industries’ billion 
dollar hangover,’’ he terms it. 
His grasp of this problem is im- 
gd and he has done a terrific 
ob. ; 
There is no big brother sen- 
timent between the company and 
their alcoholics. 

It costs money to terminate a 
man and train a new employe 
for, the position. 

“We have men that can’t be 
replaced at any figure in dollars 
and cents. It costs more than 
$1,500 to replace a man in the 
lowest wage bracket,’’ Doc ex- 
plains. 

The aircraft company finds it 
far more profitable to. help train- 
ed employes straighten out their 
mental disturbances than to ter- 
minate them and hire others. 

This is where Doc enters the 
picture. 

The total number of alcoholics 
he counsels during a year just 
about totals the number of others 
with various problems. 

“There are more than 40 other 
manifestations of emotional in- 
stability besides alcoholism,’’ Doc 
points out. ‘‘These disturbances 
are all deeply rooted in the wrong 
thinking of those having the trou- 
ble.’”’

Mes. Julius Briggs to Ride Special Train 


Wife of Early Day Uplander To Be 
Honored at Loma a Linda Celebration 


Mrs. Briggs To 
Attend Special 
Ceremonies 


Celebrating 50 years of growth 
and progress the College of Me- 
dical Evangelists, Loma Linda, 
will hold founders’ day there on 
May 26, when an honored guest 
will be Mrs. Edna Briggs of Up- 
land, whose husband, the late 
Julius R. Briggs, was the first 
paying patient’ to be treated at 
the institution, 

Mr. Briggs was.29 at the time 
and had what his wife believes 
was probably pneumonia. There 
had been eight previous patients 
in what was known in 1905 as 
the Loma Linda sanitarium. 

The fledgling institution was 
then staffed by 35 men and wo- 
men, nine of whom were the first 
nurses to he trained in the school 
of nursing. 

It all began near the turn of 
the century when Severith-day 
Adventists began combing south- 
ern California for a suitable site. 
They eventually purchased the 
former resort hotel at Loma Lin- 
da for just under $40,000. 

Today the investment of the 
founders totals $1,000,000. The 
annual budget exceeds $8,000,000. 

During the past 50 years 5,000 
men and women have gratuated 
from its professional schools on 
the campuses at Loma Linda and 
Los Angeles. 


Brought Together 


Mrs. Briggs did not know her 
husband when he was a patient 
at Loma Linda, but that incident 
was one in a chain of circumstan- 
ces that brought them together 
and led to their marriage in 1908. 

Her father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. Wm. C. Adams had pur- 
chased the home in which she 
still lives at 2411 North Euclid. 
It was a boarding house which 
attracted many people who, in 
those days, .according to Mrs. 
Briggs, preferred the country 
while wintering in California. 

Her husband-to-be was of pil- 
grim stock. He was a descendant 
of both Miles Standish and John 
Alden, through his grandmother 
who was:a Sampson. 

In 1903 he came to California 
to work for an uncle with lumber 
interests in Nappa and Madeira 
counties. 

He returned home early in 1905 
and also visited the St. Louis 
world fair. While he was in the 
East he became very ill. He re- 
turned to California with a sister 
and they were living in Les An- 
geles. His illness required hos- 
pitalization and Loma Linda, be- 
ing much to the fore as a new 
hospital, attracted him. 

So it was that he made the 
trip: by train from Los Angeles. 
that being the only transporta- 
tion available at the time. It is 
over. part of this route that Mrs. 
Briggs will journey as an honor- 
ed guest of the hospital author- 
ities. on founders’ day, May 26. 
It is even possible that she will 
travel-on the same train, as ‘an 
travelon the same train, as an 
old one is being readied by the 
Southern Pacific for a run that 
marks an epic in the institution’s 
establishment. 

There aren’t many so-called 
normal people walking the streets 
these days to hear Doc tell it. 
“Kighty-five per cent of the peo- 
ple today are emotionally dis- 
turbed, and 75 per cent of this 
85 per cent are so badly con- 
fused they don’t know what is 
confusing them. 

“We are products of our own 
thinking,’’ Doc points out. ‘For 
years I thought fears and con- 
fusion and I had fears and con- 
fusion. If adverse things happen 
to us, we have placed ourselves 
in a position to have these things 
happen. 

“The thing wrong with alcohol- 
ics, and others evidencing emo- 
tional instability, can be termed 
‘spoiled bratism.’ We have tried 
to form .a world according to our 
wishes instead of regulating our- 
selves according to the will of a 
Higher Power. 

“Successful living starts when 
we honestly learn that we must 
ask that ‘Thy will and not my 
will be done,’ ’’ he said. 

The annual report for 1954 
turned in by Doc ,lists a wide 
variety of mental ailments with 
which he has come in contact 
and the success he had dealing 
with these cases. 

He bears down on giving of 
self to receive a return in hap- 
piness and peace of mind. He 
often quotes, ‘‘With what measure 
ye mete, it shall be measured

Vote “Yes” May 20; Chaffey Bond 
Approval Logical and Essential 


The big question before all residents of the area right now 
is the matter of approving a $3,600,000 bond issue to enable 
the Chaffey college district to buy the Euclid avenue campus 
of the Chatfey high school. 

Everyone is well aware of the fact that more schools are 
needed. They must be built as long as the new population 
comes to the area. That is our responsibility. 

What else is there to do but to provide suitable. facilities? 

For months, this question has been given special study by 
honored and respected members of the Chaffey finance ad- 
visory committee, by members of the Chaffey board of educa- 
tion and by the Chaffey administration. 

In matters of this kind, most reasonable people are willing 
to accept the judgment and decision of trusted citizens and 
public employes. As long as very strict economy is observed 
in the expenditure of every cent of public money, there is no 
other recourse than to approve the bonds—and provide the 
money. 

The Chaffey administration has a good building record. 
The real aim has been to obtain as much as possible in 
classroom space with little money being spent for frills and de- 
luxe appointments. Based on the steady downward trend in 
the per-foot-cost of construction, the Chaffey record merits 
support. 

And so, we must put out more money May 20 to further 
build the far-flung Chaffey system. We heartily endorse the 
Program as outlined 

Study any figures you wish. There is only one conclusion 
—new educational facilities are needed: the most logical 
policy is for Chaffey college to “take over” the Chaffey cam- 
pus and to develop new, additional facilities for the high 
school. 

It is time to get started. If the May 20 bond issue fails, 
what will be done? The only recourse is to call for another 
bond issue. Money must be provided. 

As long as there is a big population growth here, there 
must be adequate schools. The May 20 bond election funds 
are required to handle the needs for only a short time. Other 
bond elections will be needed for the high school and for the 
elementary school districts, 

Figure out how fast the area is growing—then figure out 
how often new school buildings must go up! 

These buildings go up only with funds provided by taxa- 
tion on property and with money from other sources. 

The real problem is efficiency in handling public money. 

Vote the May 20 bonds—then make sure every possible 
dollar goes for classrooms, 


Upland’s Residential Building 
Shows Trend For Better Homes 


Building figures usually tell a very significant story. 

And residential construction in Upland during 1955 tells a 
very happy story, a tale of quality construction and an in- 
crease of more than $4,000 in the average cost of residences 
over the 1954 period. 

The average cost of new houses built here during the first 
four months of the year is $12,750. 

Everyone recognizes the building trend is for ‘nore deluxe 
houses. A fairly sound zoning program and observance of 
high restrictions in the size of building lots and improvements 
helps to encourage that trend. 

Of course, every family who wishes to build in Upland can- 
not erect a residence costing many thousands of dollars. All 
types of construction are welcomed. 

The fact remains the trend here is for larger houses. 

By comparison, let’s look at Ontario. 

Since January 1, there have. been built in Ontario 299 hous- 
es, the average cost of which is $10,133. 

More expensive houses mean higher assessed valuation 
and a better tax base in paying for the cost of municipal ser- 
vices and schools. 

It is generally recognized that low-cost houses do not pro- 
vide enough tax base to Pay for the cost of educating the 
children coming from those homes. More expensive homes 
on the other hand, add to the. tax base and provide a size- 
able increase in the assessed valuation figure.
